lending lhat the decision of the 
majority was too lenient. He was 
Judge Paul M. Mebert of .Baton 
Rouge, f,a.. who declared that he 
felt ao of the 23 dofcndanls should 
lave been convicted of mistreating 
slave labor. Only five actually were 
convicted on this count. 


The penalties against the 13 men 


convicted were the mildi-st 
ever 


mposed in a war crimes trial in 
his war crimes capital 
of 
con- 


quered Germany. They meant that 
actually only .seven of tin; 2-1 Far- 
ben directors who went to 'trial I I 
months ago will stay behind bar:; 
for any length of time. All were 
credited with lime already served.
